OTTAWA, May 23—The 
bill to legalize hospital sweepstakes 
was defeated last night in the house 


of commons, 105-56, in a division 
that cut across party lines, It met 
the same fate last year, It was 
given a sixtmonth hoist 

With the whips off, in an open 
vote, the three party leaders, Pre- 
mier R. B. Bennett, Rt. Hon, Mac- 
kenzie King and J 
united in opposing the bill. Eve 
member of the Bennett cabinet, 
cepting Solicitor-General 
Dupre, voted against it 

The bill, which would empower 
Provincial attorneys-general to au- 
thorize sweepstakes for the benefit 
of hospitals and charitable institu- 
tions, gained its support 
from Quebec members, the majority 
from the Liberal benches. It was 
sponsored by J, A. Fraser, Conser- 
vative member for Cariboo, B.C., 
after passing the senate ten days 
ago by a narrow margin.

ALL-DAY DEBATE 

Defeat for the bill was engineered 
by A. M. Carmichael, progressive 
member for Kindersley, a retired 
minister, who moved the six 
months’ hoist early in the day. 
When the house passed the Car- 
michael motion, it killed the bill. 

All day long the debate lasted 
with all sorts of arguments advanc- 
ed Those opposing it advanced 
moral arguments—it would open the 
door to legalize gambling. It was 
clothed in camouflage, being an 
attempt to extend charity, a laud- 
able object, by an _ indefensible 
means. And, they argued, lotteries 
and sweepstakes eventually became 
rackets for promoters, degrading 
the people. 


POOR MAN'S GAMBLE 


From the other side came opposite 
arguments. Lotteries existed today 
n all parts of Canada with tickets 
sold even on parliament hill. It 
was submitted it would be practical 
to legalize them, retain the money 
in Canada and endow Canadian hos- 
pitals. Pari-mutuels were legalized 


on race tracks, stock markets and | 


wheat pits flourfshed—why not 
lotteries, particularly when they 
were regarded as a poor man’s form 
of gambling 

As a side-issue to the main decis- 
ion, views were expressed on a 
national lottery, conducted by the 
Dominion to raise revenue, Solicit- 
or-General Maurice Dupre came out 
unequivocally for a national sweep- 
stake, going the length of suggest- 
ing a referendum this fall which he 
believed would result in nation- 
wide endorsation. The proceeds 
could be divided between the Do- 
minion and the provinces on a per 
capita basis, the solicitor-general 
adding “I do not think many pro- 
vinces would refuse to share on the 
grounds lotteries were more or less 
immoral.” 


OPPOSE NATIONAL LOTTERY 

Premier Bennett and secretary of 
state Charles H. Cahan, on the other 
hand, were definitely opposed to a 
national lottery 

J. S. Woodsworth, leader of the 
C.C.F, said he knew the government 
was in a bad way but “I did not

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Blood Examinations Are 


Important 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Every good physician considers blood tests 
of the utmost importance as an aid in making 
diagnoses. You will realize how important the 
blood when you consider it the principal 
method of providing nourishment and drain- 
age to practically every living cell of the body. 

Contrary to the opinion of 
many people, taking a blood 
test is neither painful nor 
does it require the loss of 
much blood. In order to ob- 
tain the blood, a sample is 
usually taken from the end 
of the finger or the lobe of 
the ear. The part is first 
cleansed with alcohol and 
dried. Then a small puncture 
is made with a special instru- 
ment which cuts through the

skin with no more pain than that from the prick 


of a pin. The blood is then squeezed through 
the opening as the doctor presses just below 
and samples of the blood collected in sterile 
pipettes. After a few drops of blood have been 
removed, the spot is again sterilized and cover- 
ed with some protective substance so that no 
germs can enter and is in this way guarded 
against infection. 

One of the usual tests made is to compare 
the color of the sample with the right shade for 
normal, healthy blood. If the color is too low, 
it is an indication that the hemoglobin of your 
blood is not plentiful enough. The color is ex- 
pressed in percentage, thus the normal blood 
may be said to range from 85 per cent to 100 
per cent. The hemoglobin of the red cells gives 
them the special ability to absorb oxygen. 
When the hemoglobin is reduced, it means that 
the cells of your body do not obtain as much 
oxygen as they should. 

Usually the next step is to make a smear, 
that is, a small amount of blood is put on a 
glass slide. This is then placed under the mi- 
croscope so that the cells can be distinguished 
and counted. In this way it may be found 
whether the cells are in the normal range of 
Color, shape and size. The comparative num- 
ber of red blood cells and white blood cells to 
each other and to the normal is of great im- 
portance. 

Much publicity has recently been given in 
regard to the use of the blood test in determin- 
ing the paternity of children in contesting 
divorce cases. The blood from the mother, 
from the child, and from the supposed father 
is all taken. By comparing the samples, it can 
sometimes be told from whom the child has 
rited its blood. All bloods may be divided 
into four groups. In case the four tests belong 
to the same grouping of blood or in case the 
two suspected fathers both have the same kind 
of blood, nothing can be deter: ed 

Many parasites inhabiting the blood may be 
detected by the microscopical examinations.
